cordially and treated hospitably. The Zeig- 
Jers, it appears from what was learned, 
have not piled up such fortifications as 
have been told of. Neither are they sur- 
rounded by the immense arsenal that has 
been thiked about. They did not appear 
very heavily armed on first sight, but a 
closer inspection revealed that they had 
pockets octupied by pistols as well as by 
razors, the latter weapons probably in- 
tended for quicK work at short range. 
They have their winchesters within easy 
reach and appear on the alert for any 
attack. Both the Zeiglers talked very 
freely about the affair with the exception 
that they would say nothing about what 
they were going to do in the future. 

“Everything we do is Known soon 
enough,” they said, “and we prefer to 
wait to see what is going to be done. We 
believe we had a right to kill Brooker, and 
we will stick to this belief. Law in Scre- 
ven county is a farce. It is used for po- 
litical purposes alone and a man without 
a pull with the men who are supposed to 
enforce the laws is dependent upon his 
own meager fesources. We have been 
treated harshly and unjustly by the coun- 
ty courts and from the time of the killing 
of our father we have been unable to get 
anything like fairness from the grand 
jury.” 

No Officer Has Called. 

Solomon Zeigler spoke especially of the 
indictment found against them on a charge 
of assault with intent to murder William- 
son, one of the men said to haveb een 
concerned in the killing of old man Zeig- 


; fer. They were incensed because Brooker 


and one Bellinger were not indicted at 
the same time, saying the grand jury 
violated their oaths by not doing so. Solo- 
mon Zeigler, when asked if he had taken 
an oath to kill Brooker, Williamson and 
Bellinger, said: ‘‘I never in my life told 
any one that I intended to kill those three 
men. So far as we know no officers of, the 
law want us, and no one has informed 
us that the sheriff expects us to deliver 
ourselves | up.’’ 

The Zeigler family keep thoroughly post- 
ed on the publication of articles about 
themselves. They are amused sometimes 
by the reports they read. As the dinner 
was served, Mrs. Zeigler jokingly apolo- 
gized for the absence of human flesh on 
the table. ‘“‘From what some papers say,” 
she said, “‘pecple would suppose we never 
have a meal without human flesh before 
us and that .we kill a man or two in the 
house every day to keep our hands in. 
We are pictured to the world as blood- 
thirsty residents of Screven county who 
are always anxious to kill some one. More 
unjust criticisms were never made of any 
one on the world. We never. harmed any 
one unless we were first harmed. 

Joking About the Dummies. 

“Sol.’’ sid shortly after ‘dinner, 
Msn t IL about tme Wwe went Out ana snvr 
at our dummies, which the newspapers 
Say we've got around the house? You 
know,” he continued, ‘“‘we are credited wit’ 
being good marksmen wnd maybe we are.

TO REBUILD AT ONCE. 


The Faculty of the University of Vir- 
ginia Appoint a Committee. 


Charlottesville, Va., October 28.—The 
faculty of the University of Virginia has 
appointed a building committee, consisting 
of Professor W. H. Echols, Noah K. Davis, 
J. W. Malet, F. H. Smith and W. D. Dab- 
ney. It met this afternoon and determin- 
ed to rebuild the rotunda as soon as pos- 


sible. An architect will be employed at 
once to examine the walls of this part of 
the structure and see if there is strength 
enough to warrant their use again. ‘The 
committee will also look into the cost of 
restoration. 

Some doubt is expressed as to whether 
the annex will be rebuilt after the old plan, 
which was not approved as an: admirable 
example of architecture, but it is undeni- 
able that there is a strong sentiment in 
favor of restoration with all the old fea- 
aures included. Just what the loss is, is still 
a matter of guessing. The most conserva- 
tive and reasonable estimate places it at 
$150,000.

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THE SUFFRAGE PROBLEM 


Up for Solution in the South Carolina 
Convention. 

Columbia, S. C., October 28.~When the 
constitutional convention reassembled this 
morning it began to run through the calen- 
dar. The article on jurisprudence was pass- 
ed to a third reading, including anti- 
Iynch provision, but the vote whereby the 
article was adopted was soon reconsidered 
and the matter passed over. 

The convention then tuok up, and wis 
still considering when the recess came, the 
matter of authorizing an issue of state 
bonds ta enable the counties of the state to 
do business on a cash basis. The bonds are 
to be floated at rates of interest not greater 
inan -442 per cent and cannot be soid at 
less than pac. The counties are to pay 
back the amount of the bonds to the state. 
The issue will be for about 500,600. 

I'rem 7:30 until 11:30 o’clock tonight the 
convention was engaged in nandling the 
sulfrage problem. The evening’s proceed- 
ings were opened with a long speech from 
R. b. Anderson, the negro delegate from 
Georgetown. He pleaded the cause of the 
negroes in a strong manner. Mr. Burn 
foliowed him, making the first speech on the 


the 


white man’s side, replying to and dissecting , 


the arguments of the negroes. Then I. R. 
Read, of Beaufort, the sixth negro, made a 
Strong speech. On a roil call only these 
six negroes voted against killing Waipper’s 
universal ‘‘read and write’’ substitute plan. 
Female Suffrage Speeches. 

The first two sections of the article re- 
ported by the committee were then adopted. 
When section 3, providing that every male 
citizen’’ be allowed to vote, was called, Mr. 
Clayton offered a substitute to give the 
ballot to women also on a property edi 
educational qualification. This brought the 
subject of woman's suffrage up squarely. 
Mr. Clayten made an earnest plea for wo- 
man’s suffrage, as did also General R. R. 
Hemphill and Dr. Timmerman, the lieuten- 
ant governor, the latter taking the high 
ground of moral clevation of the suffrage. 

Mr. D. 8. Henderson said the arguments 
presented simply showed cowardice: that 
the men wanted to bring the women in to 
hide behind them and shield them from a 
negro majority. He argued that they 
should act like men and said the report of 
the committee Was an excellent and manly 
one, 

Colonel John T. Sloan argued that it 
would degrade woman. After a gvod mny 
other speeches, pro and con, the convention 
adjourned without taking any action. 


LYNN STRIKE CONTINUES. 


Police Guarding the Works of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company. 

Lynn, Mass., October 28.—The strike con- 
tinues alt the Lynn works of the General 
Electric Company, Of the 112 moulders 
that quit work two weeks ago only twenty 
remain here to do picket duty. The Gen- 
eral Electr:c Company still maintains night 
and day forces of police at the river works, 
but as yet there has been no collision with 
the strikers. The strikers say that in case 
the company moves any work from the 
Lynn foundries to Schnectady, N. Y., the 
men in the foundries at that place wiil at 
once strike, and if necessary a sirike will 
be ordered in other departments. The 
machinists employed at the Lynn factories 
state that at an early date ‘they will make 
a demand upon the General Electric Com- 
pany for a restoration of the 1U per cent 
cut down in wages that was made in that 
department over a year ago. In addition 
to this the machinists will demand a day 
of nine hours. At the West Lynn factories 
the company continues to lay off men for 
want of work, owing to inability to get 
castings, and it is highly probable that 
a number of the departments will have to 
shut down. 

Richard P. Barry, of the state board of 
arbitration, believes that the only chance 
for a settlement of the strike is for the 
company to succumb to the demands of 
the men, with the understanding that the 
men do as much for a certain amount of 
money, by the day, as they have been doing 
at piece work prices.

Parties Who Live Near Montezuma 


Think They Saw Him. 


WAS DRIFTING DOWN STREAM 


Two Men Talk to Him, but He Evades 


Their Questions, 


HIS ACTIONS SEEMED VERY SUSPICIOUS 


» When Approached the Second Time He 


Jumped in His Boat and Rowed 
Away—A Posse in Pursuit. 


Montezuma, Ga., October 28.—(Special.)— 
Late Saturday night a young man arrived 
in an open boat at Triora Springs, ten miles 
from here. After landing he went to R. R. 
Underwood’s to get lodging. Underwood 
Was suspicious, as the man acted queerly, 
so Underwood got up early Sunday morn- 
ing and went to the home of Rufus Heath, 
a neighbor. Heath had read a description 
of Will Myers’ the escaped murderer from 
Atlanta, and went back with Underwood. 
They met the stranger in the yard. The 
latter kept one hand on his pistol pocket 
while talking and evaded all direct ques- 
tions. 

When Satisfied that Heath was not an 
officer he became more friendly and told 
things which indicated that he was a fugi- 
tive and had been on the river several days. 
They allowed the stranger to leave, intend- 
ing to come to town and intercept him at 
the river bridge. They came to town yes- 
terday and told their suspicions to several 
citizens. All agreed that the description 
corresponded with that of Myers, even in 
the minutest detail. 

Heath kept his purpose to himself and 
with a friend went to the river bridge to 
intercept the man in:the boat. Pretty soon 
the man came down the river and stopped 
at the negro ferryman’s house. He asked 
the ferryman for something to eat and in- 
quired if any white people had been around. 
In the meantime Heath and his friend had 
left their place of concealment and started 
for the ferryman’s house.. The stranger 
saw them coming, ran to his boat and 
jumped in, throwing a pistol in the bottom. 
Heath and his friend were not prepared for 
pursuit and returned to town fur assist- 
ance. Immediately a posse was formed, in- 
cluding an officer. The party hurried to the 
bridge and went down the river in pursuit. 
They proceeded several miles and spent the 
night,, but saw nothing of the fugitive. 
Another party has been formed to continue 
the searth and news of a capture is hourly 
expected. Mr. Heath says the man looked 
like a city chap, except that he had a 
week’s growth of beard and was considera- 

ly haggard. His complexion was clear 
and his hands were smooth. He wore a 
white hat and was a fluent talker. 14) 
looked wild and like a hunted criminal.

TROOPS STILL AT TIFFIN. 


Martin, the Murderer, Has Been Placed 
in Sandusky Jail.

Sandusky, O., October 28.—Lee Martin, 
the murderer of Marshal Shultz, of Tiffin, 
is safe in the county jail here. He ar- 
rived last night in company of Sheriff 
Shlessman, of Sandusky county, and a 
deputy from Seneca county. After the 
exciting and tragic events of Saturday 
night at Tiffin, it was decided to be un- 
safe to allow the prisoner to remain in 
the jail there, and he was taken to Fre- 
mont, being smuggled out of the jail by 
a rear door. 

After he had been jailed there a mob of 
o00 persons assembled and threatened to 
storm the jail. After consulting Judge 
Greene, of Fremont, Marshal Shlessman 


was directed to bring the prisoner to San- - 


dusky. A number of persons had driven 
over to Fremont from Tiffin, and there 
‘was a mob on the platform at the depot 


when Martin was placed aboard an east- 


bound train. The mob was angry and 
threatening, but made no attempt to gét 
the prisoner. Martin was taken safely to 
Norwalk and thence to jail here. 

Later in the evening about 100 militiamen 
arrived in boxcars, attached to a freight 
train upon the Big Four road, but upon 
learning that there was no disturbance 
here they returned to Tiffin. 

Guarding the Jail. 

Columbus, O., October 28.—Governor Mc- 
Kinley received the following message 
from .Adjutant Gcneral Howe this morn- 
ing: : 

“The night passed without any demon- 
stration. The guard has been withdrawn 
from around the courthouse and placed 
about the jail only.

District Attorney’s Address. 

The opening address of the district et- 
torney was forcible throughout, but nis 
denunciations of Holmes, which at times 
were particularly severe, had no outwa-d 
effect upon the accused. 
ure was wonderful, and during the narre- 
tive he busied himself ‘n taking copious 
notes of the prosecuting officer’s address. 

Mr. Graham at the outset stated that, un- 
der the indictment and providing the evi- 
dence should warrant it, it would be poss:- 
ble for the jury to find verdicts either cf 
manslaughter, of murder in the second de- 
gree, of murder in the first degree or of ac- 
quittal, He declared, however, that he 
wouid ask for a verdict of first degree mur- 
der.

It was he who arranged the household 
effects, and being a physician, he burned 
the body so as to give it the appearance of 
having been killed by an explosion.”

WITHOUT A CABINET | 
Deputies Turn Down the Ministers and 
They Promptly Resign. 


‘GREAT EXCITEMENT IN PARIS 


Ribot and His Associates Fall Through 
the Railway Scandal. 


THE VOTE WAS A STARTLING SURPRISE 


Nearly Every One Supposed That the 
Government Was More Strongly 
Intrenched. 


Paris, October 28.—The Ribot ministry has 
been overthrown by an adverse vote on M. 
Rouanet’s interpellation in the chamber of 
deputies, condemning the government’s 
course in regard to the Southern railway 
scandals. 

The government was defeated by a vote 
of 310 to 211. After the adverse vote the 
ministers filed out of the chamber to carry 
their resignations to President Faure, at 
the Elysee. Great excitement prevails in 
the city. 

Minister Deputy Rouanet’s motion, which 
was adopted and caused the overthrow of 
the ministry, was as follows: 

“The chamber of deputies, considering 
that it is proper to interdict its members 
from taking part in the operations of finan- 
clal syndicates, is resolved to throw com- 
plete light on the affairs of the Southern 
railways and invites the minister of justice 
to fulfill all his responsibilities.” 

The Retiring Ministry. 

The ministry which has just gone out of 
office was coustituted January 27, 189, ten 
days after the election of M. Felix Faure 
4S president of the republic. It was con- 
stituted as follows: President of the coun- 
cil and minister of finance, M. Ribot; min- 
ister of the interior, M. Leygues; minister 
of foreign affairs, M. Hanotaux; minister of 
public instruction and worship, M. Poincar; 
minister of justice, M. Trarieux; minister of 
the colonies, M. Chautemps; minister of 
ecommerce, M. Andrex Lehbon: minister of 
agriculture, M. Geda; minister of marine, 
Vice Admiral Besnard; minister of war, 
(senerai Jamont; minister of public works, 
M. Dupuy du Temps. 

Like the preceding ministry of M. Dupuy, 
the Ribot cabinet has been overthrown on 
a Yrailway question. Some time since a 
magisterial investigation was begun into 
the connection of certain French senators 
and deputies with the south of France rall- 
way syndicate, due to an accusation made 
in the chamber by M. Rouanet, M. Rouanet 
declared that M. Edmond Magnier, a sena- 
tor from Var, and at that time chief editor 
of the Evement, had receltved 87,500 francs 
as part of the profits of the syndicate, 
which had been organized by the late Baron 
de Reinach, of Panama canal notoriety. 
Later a report was made by M. Flory, the 
official accountant in the inquiry, which 
supplied overwhelming evidence against 
the members of the syndicate. o 

The railway in question was a short one, 
built with a few branches in two or three 
departments of southeastern France. Cor- 
ruption of officials and other illegal prac- 
tices were resorted to to obtain the con- 
cession for the road and its pranches and a 
guerantee of its interest on the capital 
which was watered to an incredible extent, 
Tie Dudgets of tne departments were crip- 
pled for years to come to build and support 
the railway which passes through a region 
incapable of furnishing a traffic of any 
character. 

The result of the inquiry was the arrest 
of a number of politicians and dishonest 
contractors. It appears from the charges 
made by M. Rouanet, in the chamber of 
deputies today, that there was a disposition 
on the part of the government to shield 
those concerned in the scandal with the 
exception of Senator Magnier. However 
this may be, the fact remains that M. 
Magnier was indicted, but before he could 
be brought to trial he disappeared. Subse- 
quently he returned to Parts and surrender- 
ed himself to the authorities. He was tried, 
convicted and sentenced to one year’s im- 
prisonment and to nav a fine of 100 francs. 

The excitement caused by the overtLrow 
of the government was all the more in- 
tense as the defeat of the cabinet was, 
practically speaking, totally unexpected, 
The opinion expressed in the Caulois that 
it was possible that the ministry would be 
driven out of office on M. Rouanet’s inter-~ 
pellation in nowise voiced the general view, 
paiitical circles searcely a doubt 
was entertained that the government would 
be successful in securing from the chamber 
a vcte of confidence. The result of the 
vote came as a bolt from the blue sky 
even to many of those whose vote was ad- 
verse to the cabinet. 

Rouanet’s Speech. 

In his speech on his interpellation ML 
Rouanet reiterated his statement that the 
facts of the fraud had long been known to 
a major.ty of the members of the cham-

ber, but that they had maintained an fey — 


attitude when the suggestion was made 
that the real culprits be prosecuted. He 
concluded by demanding that M. Trarietx, 
minister of justice, should give the. names 
of the real benefiters of the frauds and 
that the government should resolutely 
prosecute the offenders. M. Rouanet wag 
followed by other speakers for and against 
the interpellation and then M. Trarieux 
ascemded the tribune and made a brave 
defense of the government. He scoffed 
at the suggestion that the government was 
screening culprits and declared that the 
late Baron de Reinach, who was badly 
m.xed up in the Panama canal scandal, 
was the only person who had benefited 
by the frauds. M. Trarieux gave the 
names of the members of the railway, syn- 
d:cate and the number of shares held by 
them. He concluded by appealing to the 
chamber to cast a sensible vote on the 
interpellation. 

The centr'sts warmly applauded M. 
Trar‘eux on the conclusion of his speech 
and ‘t+ seemed as though the debate had 
ended in favor of the cabinet. But M. 
Jourdan, a republican member, intervened 
and in a satirical speech, rebuked the min- 
istry for playing a cruel comedy. 

M. Charles Pelletan, rad‘cal republican, 
then emphasized the judicial paradox of ac- 
quitting Martin, Andre and Robin and con- 
demn'ng Magnier. He insisted that docu- 
ments had been eliminated from the brief 
at the troal of the first named and that the 
government had connived at the elimina- 
t.on.

It is an opportunity that few of us in 
life have to see, such opportunities for 
education that we have here in Atlanta, 
and in these exposition grounds. I say to 
you all, emulate my example and make it 
a study today. (Chee s and applause.) 
“As IT said, I am pleased to see such a 
large representation here. It 1s very gratl- 
fying to me. It is gratifying to know that 
so many could be spared from their duties 
without disedvantage to the people whom 
we serve. I say it to the head of the de- 
partments and the various members of 
departirents, that they should make and 
embrace the opportunity. You all know 
the general prinviples that have influenced 
us in the management of the Plant system. 
It was to prepare the way to make as 
rood means of cummunication as possible 
with the means we had at hand. We 
have used of these means freely; not only 
mvself, but my associates have not been 


stingy with them. We have put them out , 


in the hone of some day reaping a benefit 
from them, which is proper—all men seek 
to benefit themselves: but there has been 
behind it, as your president and the hon- 
orable mayor have suggested, a desire to 
do good to our fellow men. (Applause.) 
We have at least heen able to furnish good 
means of transrortation, and I am pleased 
to see that, so far as our friends here 
are concerned, it is appreciated by our 
patrons. But we would have you recollect 
that we are the servants of the people who 
are our natrons, to the extent that we 
must treat their property while in our 
possession with all the care we would our 
own. We must be careful of our manners, 
our speech: we must see to it that no 
patron of the Plant system ever comes to 
an employe and asks information without 
getting it to the fullest. (Applause.) We 
must see to it, also, that our connecting 
lines, our railways, not in which we have 
an interest, but in which the public has 
an interest, receive proper treatment. Be 
sure that we cannot well serve the public 
unless we treat our allied lines fairly, 
justly and properly. Be sure of 
thst. Re sure that we are not all 
for ourselves. We are public servants 
and we must serve with the rights of rec- 
ognition of our patrons. We must never 
take a customer’s money without gpiv- 
ing him his money’s worth. All this is 
very easy to say, but it is very dif- 
ficult, in the human mind, to carry it 
out. We must recognize them and we 
must school ourselves in the effort tc 
learn how all these things are accomplish- 
ed. How are the railroads built? How are 
they used? Where does the money come 
from that does it? It is in the union of 
men of means. It is the union of means 
with labor. That is how it is accom- 
plished. (Applause). There can be little 
usefulness in an effort to accomplish good 
in this age without unoin. This exposi- 
tion could not have been carried on, could 
not have been established, could not present 
to you the grandeur it does now, except 
with the union of capital with men of en- 
terprise.

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WAITING FOR FITZ! 


As Soon as He Crosses ihe Line He 
Will Be Arrested. 


HE STARTS FROM TEXAS TODAY 


Pugilists Accuse Each Other of Not 
Wanting To Fight. 


CLARKE IS KEEPING TAB ON THEM 


He Says All the Military Will Be Or- 
dered Out if Necessary—The Situ- 
ation Full of Uncertainty. 


Little Rock, Ark., October 28.—Attorney 
General Kinsworthy this morning filed 
an affidavit in Judge Martin’s court re- 
citing the facts connected with the pro- 
posed journey of Fitzsimmons from Cor- 
pus Christi to Hot Springs with the avow- 
ed intention of fighting Corbett and praying 
that a warrant be issued compelling Fitz- 
simmons and Martin Julian to enter surety 
to keep the peace. 

Judge Martin immediately tssued war- 
rants for the arrest of Fitzsimmons and 
Julian and placed them in the hands of 
Sheriff Booker. Attorney General Kins- 
worthy acted under order of Governor 
Clarke when he filed the affidavit. 

It has come to the governor’s ears that 
arrangements are being made to have Cor- 
bett and Fitzsimmons meet in secret in 
Hot Springs. The governor has decided 
on a pian, and if it is carried out Corbett 
and Fitzsimmons will not even have a 
chance of seeing each other in Arkansas, 
The governor will send officers to Texar- 
kana tonight with warrants for Fitzsim- 
mons and Julian, which will be served as 
soon as the much talked of gentlemen get 
on Arkansas soil. 

Attorney General Kinsworthy left at 
10 o’clock this morning for Hot Springs 
and will report to the governor on the sit- 
uation. Just before leaving Governor 
Clarke instructed him to tell Judge Duffie 
not to be alarmed; to stop the fight under 
any circumstances; that if necessary the 
entire militia would be called out to pre- 
vent a meeting between the pugilists. 

Governor Clarke is beIng postéd on the 
movements of Fitzsimmons and his mana- 
ger by the authorities at Corpus Christi, 
Tex., where Fitzsimmons has been training. 

The Hot Springs railroad continues to 
put in additional switches and is making 
other improvements for handling the large 
crowd which will attend the fight. Yester- 
day morning a force of twenty-eight men 
was sent to Malvern by the Western Un- 
ion Telegraph Company, and two addition- 
al wires are being put up between Malvern 
and Hot Springs for the purpose of hand- 
ling reports of the prize fight. 

Fitzsimmons Preparing. : 

Corpus Christi, Tex., October 28.—Fitz- 
simmons is preparing to close his training 
quarters tomorrow and start for Hot 
Springs. “I expect to leave tomorrow 
morning for Arkansas,”* said he this morn- 
ing. “I am now convinced that Corbett 
has been compelled by public opinion to 
remain in Hot Springs instead of running 
away, as he proposed to do last week. 

“Will we be allowed to fight in Hot 
Springs? Well, I hardly know what to 
think. Here is a telegram from Mayor 
Waters assuring me that everything has 
been arranged for the meeting, and I shall 
go to Hot Springs and réport for action 
October 3ist, in keeping with the agree- 
ment, and should Corbett fail to show up 
I shall claim the championship and for- 
feit. That is all I can assure you today. 
What the local authorities will do I don’t 
know. I may be arrested as a peace dis- 
turber. If I am I shall give a bond that 
will convince even Governor Clarke that I 
shall not violate Arkansas law when the 
proper authorities order me not to do so. 
I do not blame Governor Clarke for the 
action he has taken. It is in keeping with 
the popular pulse.” ° 

Julian’s Statement. 

Fitzsimmons’s manager, Martin Julian, 
today gave out a statement giving the 
Australian’s side of the present contro- 
versy between himself and Champion Cor- 
bett. He says, among other things: 

“Since signing articles, Corbett made up 
his mind not to fight if he could assign 
any reasonable excuse for having the fignt 
declared off, because he knew that Fitz- 
simmons was his master and could easily 
whip him. Many are not aware of the 
fact, but Corbett and Brady are =-art 
owners of the Florida Athletic Club, as is 
also Phil Dwyer, who was Corbett’s back- 
er and stakeholder. Joe Vendig has been 
in the employ of Phil Dwyer for years. 
The reasons the«club wants to postpone 
the fight were these: Corbett was not in 
condition, through his failure to train 
regularly, and he wanted a postponement 
in order to give him more time to get in 
shape.

TRIAL OF THE RACING PEOPLE. 


Cases Against the Judges Dismissed. 
Some Test Cases. 

New York, October 28.—Magistrates Crane 
and Kudlich, in the Essex Market court 
thts afternoon, began ‘their examination 
fnto the cases of the Morris Park race 
track arrests made last Thursday for al- 
leged violations of the anti-racing laws 


of ‘the state. 

The cases against Judges Robert M. Sim- 
mons and Clarence McDowell were dis- 
missed on motion of Lawyer Steinhardt, 


for ‘the prosecution. 

Christopher J, Fitzgerald, the clerk of 
the scales, was discharged from custody, 
as there could be no case made out against 
him: 

Delancy Nicoll moved, in behalf of the 
bookmakers, that they be discharged, but 
his motion was denied. Later on, how- 
ever, it was decided to make a test case 
against one of the bookmakers, and with 
that end tn view Orlando Jones and his 
clerk, Sturgis, were by common consent 
made the defendants in the test case. 

The cases against the other bookmakers 
were dismissed. In the matter of the three 
charges against President Lawrence of 
conducting a lottery in violation of section 
$23 of the penal code, registering a bet with 
regard to the Withers stakes in violation 
of section 351, and conducting unlawful 
races in the city, further examination was 
waived and Magistrate Crane then held 
Mr. Lawrence on these three counts to 
await the action of the grand jury, con- 
tinuing his: parole, however. 

The examination of Jones was then pro- 
ceeded with and after several witaess2s 
had been examined it was announced ‘hat 
tnere was no case against him. The case 
against Sturgis—that of making and re- 
cording bets on the day of the arr2st—was 
then called and Jones was summoned te the 
stand to testify. The book that Sturgi3 had 
when arrested was produced. Jones took 
it and described therein as wagers and re- 
lated the different amounts and different 
persons with whom the wagers were made. 

A consultation between the counsel fol- 
lowed. and it was decided that the fourth 
charge against President Lawrence was 
practically the same as that against Stur- 
gis and should be dismissed. 

Magistrate Crane then paroled Sturgis in 
the custody of his counsel to await the 
action of the grand jury.

COTTON SEED HULLS 


Their Scarcity Greatly Hampers Stock 
Raisers in Floyd. 


THEIR UTILITY AS CATTLE FOOD 


Men Who Purchase from One Hundred 
and Fifty to Two Hundred Tons 
To Fatten Cattle for Market. 


ST 


Rome, Ga., October 28.—(Special.)—“The 
lateness in starting the cotton oil mill 
has hampered me somewhat in my opera- 
tions,’’ remarked Mr. Charlies D. Wood, 
one of the leading stock raisers of Floyd. 

“In what manner?” he was asked. — 

“In the matter of obtaining a supply of 
cotton seed hulls for winter feeding. I 
have three wagons hauling out to my 
stock farm every day, and they are kept 
busy hauling cotton seed hulls. You Bee, 
I will put in about 150 tons for the sea- 
son’s feeding now, and that is a pretty 
big item. 

“Some of my hulls I have purchaséd at 
10 cents a bushel, but others I have bar- 
gained for at as high as 15 cents. I only 


began feeding about two weeks ago, hav- 
ing had up to that time ample pasturage 
for my stock.” 


An Important Product. 

“How many cattle are you feeding?” 

“I have now about a hundred head, but 
if I can get plenty of hulls, of course I 
can buy more stock and fatten them. The 
stock I have now will not consume a hun- 
dred and fifty tons, but I expect to pur- 
chase more during the winter months. 

“Rome has now grown to be one of the 
leading markets for this important pro- 
duct in the south. The reason is that Wwe 
understand managing them betterthat tne 
steck raisers of other localities. 

“Jt has only heen a few years since 
Captain Billy ‘lowers discovered their 
utility as a stock feed, and since that 
time the demand has increased amazingly. 


Stock Take to Them. 


“I have increased my barn and shed area 
to seventy by eighty feet in dimensions, 
and am building paddocks to separate the 
steers, dry cows and yearlings, the three 
kinds being each confined to a separate in- 
closure with a long feeding trough, supplied 
from the barn above by a spout. 

“Up there I mix the cotton seed meal 
and hulls in their proper proportions, and 
run them down the spout. 

“Cattle take to them right along and it 
is a very rare case where they do not be- 
gin to feed and fatten on them immediatc- 
ly after being taken up. 

“The most serious trouble I find is in 
securing good cattle. The only large, fine 
steers we get are work oxen. 

Old Fat Is Tough. 

“Prices range from a cent and a hnalf to 
two cents a pound. Well, it takes.a pow- 
erful big old steer to weigh 1,006) pounds, 
and in shipping the raiser has to be very 
careful in selecting the cattle. 

“A steer that has been kept fat for sev- 
eral months is tough, but you may take a 
poor steer and crowd the hulls and meal to 
him for a few weeks and lay on a supply 
of new fat, and it makes no matter if he 
is ten years old, the beef will be tender. 

“Age has little to do with the quality of 
the beef if the animal has been newly fat- 
tened. People drive the cattle in from the 
hills of all kinds, from the work oxen to 
the yearlings, and we buy them and select 
the marketable animals afterwards. 

There Is Money in It. 

“Oh, yes, there is good money in stock 
raising and stock fattening in north Geor- 
gia if it is properly managed. I have a 
farm of 200 acres out there with two creeks 
running through it, and I can keep several 
hundred head of cattle there all the time. 

“The stock I am fattening now I shall 


put on the market in March or April, and 
I expect to get fair prices for them. 

“I ship to Cincinnati, Richmond, Va., and 
Other points further north and west, but 
there are a lot of them that I cannot af- 
ford to ship. Those I shall have to dispose 
of here at home. 

“To get the best returns from shipments 
I have found, as everybody else that has 
tried it has, you must select your stock 
with extreme care. 

Improving the Land. 

“There is nothing in the world that im- 
proves land more rapidly and permanently 
than feeding stock and pasturing them on 
it, especially when they are fed on cotton 
seed meal and hulls. 

“The feed is comparatively inexpensive; 
it keeps the stock in a sleek and healthy 
condition and furnishes a very superior 
quality of beef when properly nandled. 

‘“‘My success in the business has been 
exceedingly gratifying and I expect to in- 
crease the scope of my operations until I 
get it just to my notion. I own plenty of 
poor land out there which I will soon have 
as fertile as any of the Virginia valleys 
by the Coosa, besides my returns from the 
stock fattened.’’ 

Corroborative Views. 

“Yes,” said Mr. J. A. Giover, another 
prime mover in the stock raising and fat- 
tening business, “Mr. Wood is right. To 
pasture stock fed on cotton seed hulls and 
meal on the poorest land is the swiftest, 
surest, most economical and satisfactory 
Md to bring it up to a high state of fer- 
tility. ; 

“I have tested the matter thoroughly. 
Last year I pastured stock on an old poor, 
worn-out field that would hardly sprout cow 
peas. This year I made a bale of cotton 
to the acre on it and vou know how un- 
favorable the seasons have been for cotton. 

“T shall feed about 200 tons of cotton seed 
hulls and shall fatten several hundre-« 
head of cattle for the market during the 
season. 


Cc. L. DIBRELL’S SUICIDE. 


Owing Wholly to Mental Aberration, 

Resulting from Physical Suffering. 
From The Chattanooga Times. 

Colonel Charles L. Dibrell, auditor of the 
money order department of the Southern 
Express Company, suicided by shooting 
himself through the head, at his residence, 
629 Vine street. The fatal shot was fired 
while the unfortunate man was suffering 
from mental aberration, caused by long- 
continued illness, which for some time has 
incapacitated him-from attending regularly 
to the duties of his office. 

4 Manager Loop, of the Southern Express 
Company, said yesterday that there is no 
doubt in his mind as to the trouble leading 
up to the suicide. ‘“‘For three months,” said 
Mr. Loop, “Mr. Dibrell has done hardly 
any work in his office,“and every day I no- 
ticed that he declined in health. I said 
three or four months ago that he would not 
live until Christmas, but did not anticipate 
anything like this. At his work he was 
trustworthy, conscientious and very partic- 
ular as to correctness in every detail. Since 
his connection with the company he has

Coroner’s Jury Says the Accident 
Was Unavoidable. 


One more victim has been added to the 
list of killed and injured by the exposition 


known woman was struck by one of the 
trains yesterday morning and instantly 


killed. 
The inquest jury found the 


was unavoidable. 
The expositiom trains have been the 


means of the death of at least two people 
and the serious injury of several more. 
A man was struck by one of the trains 
last Saturday night a week ago and killed. 
Several men have been injured by the 


trains. 

Yesterday's victim of the exposition spe- 
cial train was killed at the Ella street 
crossing of the Southern in the eastern 
part of the city. The woman probably 
never knew what hit her. She was knock- 
ed a distance of about forty feet and was 


picked up lifeless. ¢ 

The identity of the woman was not 
known at a late hour last night. The body 
was removed to Patterson’s undertaking 
establishment, on Loyd street, where it 
will be held for identificktion. The wo- 
man’s features can be easily recognized, 
her face not being bruised to any great 


extent, 

The woman attempted to cross the rail- 
road tracks at Ella street, going towards 
Decatur street. She stepped on the out- 
going track from the rear of an incoming 
train which had just passed the crossing, 
As she put her foot on the outgoing track 
the woman was struck with terrific force 
and knocked high in the air, falling to 
the roadbed a corpse about thirty-five or 
forty feet away. 

The accident occurred between Decatur 
street and the old Air-Line shops. Elia 

street is a short street running from De- 
catur street to.Edgewood avenue, It seems 
that the woman intended to go out 
Decatur street. She was (first seen 
coming from behin® an incoming train 
going in the direction of Decatur street, 
as stated. As she stepped on the outgo- 
ing track the watchman on duty at the 
crossing, who was standing on the oppo- 
site side of the tracks, yelled for her to 
stop, but the woman continued to go for- 
ward. An outgoing exposition train came 
thundering down the grade at that instant 
and struck her. 

It was first thought that the woman got 
off of the incoming train, the Southern rail- 
road accommodation known as the Belle, 
but the train crew of that train say that 
she was not a passenger on the Belle. 
Conductor Willingham, of the Belle, states 
that only two of his women passengers got 
off at the Ella street crossing. He knew 
both of them and the dead woman was not 
one of them. 

The Belle train stopped at the Ella street 
crossing to let off the two women and two 
or three men. When the passengers had 
alighted the train started forward. Just 
as the rear coach passed over the crossing 
the unknown woman started across the 
tracks. As she did go the watchman, Will 
Fossick, saw her and says that he yelled 
to her to stop. The woman failed to heed 
the warning, if she heard it, and waiked 
on to her fate. The watchman and fireman 
of the exposition train witnessed the acci- 
dent. The train was brought to a stand- 
still a few yards away and the train crew 
went back to the scene of the accident. 

J. H. Crowley was engineer on the en- 
gine which struck the woman—No. 140. E. 
L. Clopton was his fireman. The latter was 
looking forward when the woman stepped 
on the track a few feet ahead of the en- 
gine. He says that he ycliled to the engin- 
eer, but it. was too late. The engine struck 
the woman almost before he had time to 
realize that she was on the track. The en- 
gine€r was on the right side of the engine 
and knew nothing of the accident until 
told of it by his fireman an instant after- 
wards. 

The watchman was on the right of the 
tracks. He could not see the opposite side 
of the tracks on account of the Belle train 
standing on the crossing. As soon as the 
Belle went ahead the woman started across 
before he had time to look up Ella street. 
There is only one watchman at the Ella 
street crossing. The woman came from the 
opposite side of the tracks from where he 
was standing. 

Coroner Paden took charge of the body of 
the dead woman shortly after the accident 
and had it removed to Patterson’s. He 
summoned a jury and held an inquest at 
12 o’clock yesterday. The jury reached a 
verdict to the effect that the accident was 
unavoidable. The facts brought out were 
in accordance with the above. 

The watchman at the crossing said that 
he was not the regular watchman there. 
He had never watched at the crossing but 
one day before yesterday, he being on duty 
in place of the regular watchman for the 
day. He said that he was a track walker 
for the railroad. 

The evidence showed that the bell on 
the exposition train engine was ringing 
at the time of the accident. The train was 
running at the rate of about twelve or 
fiftzen miles an hour according to the 
testimony of the train hands. 

The unknown woman was about fifty-five 
years old. She bore every appearance of 
being a poor woman. She carried a valise 
containing a lot of clothing, but nothing 
that served to identify her. She wore a 
black skirt and checked waist, the materia] 
of which was of second quality. She had 
on a leather belt and wore a heavy veil 
over her face. Her hat was black, trim- 
med with artificial flowers. 

The body of the woman was viewed by 
several hundred people yesterday and last 
night, but no one recognized the woman. 
Many were of the opinion that she came 
from the country and was. looking for 
friends or relatives somewhere in the east- 
ern part of the city or county. 

The superintendent of the exposition 
trains, Mr. Wickersham, of the Southern, 
said that his company used every effort 
to protect the lives of the people crossing 
the Southern’s tracks. It was true that 
several accidents had occurred since the 
exposition train service began, but in every 
instant the road had. been held blameless. 
He vaid that the train was going at the 
usual speed at the crossing, no faster than 
the regular trains run at the point. The 
Southern had a watchman at every cross- 
ing and at most of them two watchman. 
The Ejla street crossing was an infre- 
quently used one and one watchman was 
considered sufficient. 

Undertaker Patterson hopes to have the 
body of the woman identified today.

TRAINING THE MIND 


The Education of Children Was Discussed 
by the Teachers. 


SEVERAL ABLE PAPERS READ 


Kindergarten Schools Were Given the 


Attention of the Congress. 


DR. HARRIS TAKES ISSUE WITH DR, ANDREWS 


Dr. John Fiske Will Make an Address 
This Morning on the Teaching 
of History. 


The educational congress, which has been 
in session since Friday, was called to order 


of the exposition. 

Fr.day and Saturday the sessions were 
held by the National Educational Associa- 
tion and the work was given to the dis- 
cussion of higher education and the future 
of the schools, colleges and universities. 
This week common schools will be discuss- 
ed and the congress will investigate the 
methods and plans that have been out- 
lined for the future conduct of the minor 
schools. 

Several papers touching upon the com- 
mon schools were read yesterday and a 
good audience was present, There was a 
larger number of teachers and students in 
the auditorium yesterday than at any 
former meeting of the congress. The pro- 
gramme contained the names of several 
d:istinguished educators and speakers, and 
those who went out to the exercises were 
by no means d.sappointed. 

At 10 o’clock the meeting was called to 
order by Dr. Daniel C. Gilman, president 
of the Johns Hopkins university. Dr. Gil- 
man said in the opening address that 
though the subject of discussion was in 
the interests of common schools he was 
going to say something that ‘would be 
heart.ly indorsed by all. 

Dr. Gilman said that fire had visited the 
property of the University of Virginia and 
brought sorrow to many hearts and tears 
to many eyes, 
sity which the fire so greatly damaged was 
h.storic and the library could never be re- 
placed. It was a loss irreparable, but nev- 
ertheless the faculty was in need of funds 
in order ‘that the financial damage might 
be covered. He sugested that the congress 


send a telegram to the faculty of the uni- | 


versity assur.ng it of the sympathy of the 
congress and the teachers of the land and 
asking that immediate appeal be made t> 
the public for means with which to re- 
place the building. Dr. Gilman spoke very 
feelingly of the good work the university

the approval of the teachers and the re- 
marks were applauded. The motion to wire 
the sympathy of the congress to the 
faculty was promptly seconded and Gov- 
ernor Northen and Dr. Harris were ap- 
po.nted a committee of two to draft the 
message and forward it without delay to 
the faculty at Charlottesville.

the Helots of Old Sparta. Huxley stays 
that if there is no hope of a large improvoe- 
ment in the condition of the greater part of 
the human family he would hail the ad- 
vent of some kindly comet to sweep it all 
away. 

“Henry George,” the paper continued, 
“said that it was hia deliberate «pinion 
that standing on the threshold of being :f 
one were given the choice of entering Lfe 
as a Terra del Fuegan, a black fellow of 
Anstralia, an Eskimo of the Arctic, or 
among the lowest classes in such a highly 
civilized country as Great Britain, he would 
make infinitely the better choice by select- 
ing the savages. John Stewart Mill has 
said that if the bulk of the human race is 
always to remain as at present, slaves to 
toil in which they have no interest and 
therefore feel no interest—drudging from 
early morn till late at night for the bare 
necessities, he knew no reason why any 
one should concern himself about the dcs- 
tinies of the human race.””

People are poor because they are 
not willing to use the means necessary with 
which to better their condition. They have 
too low an idéa of the proper thing a hu- 
man life is and should be.

WRECK ON THE SOUTHERN. 


Freight Cars Pile Up and Blockade 
Three Passenger Trains. 

A wreck occurred on the Southern rail- 
way early yesterday morning at Constitu- 
tion, a few miles south of the city. 

Early in the morning, before daylight, a 
freight train, pulled by engine No. 413, left 
the Southern yards for Macon. On the 
down grade between Henderson's store, 
which is in the Southern yard limits, and 
Constitution, the train became uncoupled 
in some way and was left by the front part 
of the train, and though the front section 
was going at a good speed the speed of 
the loose cars became so much greater 
that a big smash-up was the result. The 
collision occurred between the road cross- 
ing and the station.

The Price of Cotton. 

A little while ago the goldbugs and 
cuckoos were boasting about 9 cent 
cotton and asking the free coinage men 
what they proposed to do about it. 


|The idea was that the rise in the price 
| of cotton put a stop to the arguments 


of those who are in favor of the free 
coinage of silver; but, as a matter of 
fact, the situation gave a peculiar po- 
tency to the facts, statistics and records 


' which the silver men have ready to 


their hands. 

Kastern and British estimates of the 
present crop place the number of bales 
anywhere from 7,000,000 to 7,800,000. 
The probability is that the yield will not 
go beyond 6,500,000. In the eighties, 
while prices were falling, but before 
they had reached their present low level, 


such a-ecrop of cotton would have sold 
' for more than 10 cents a pound.

Why is the present crop selling for less

The farmers may be long-suffering, 
They have al- 


; ready had an opportunity to see that 
- the 9 cent cotton, 


which the gold mon- 
ometallists were boasting about a while 
ago, was the result of a desperate piece 
of speculation in the cotton centers. 
The cotton that sold for 9 cents or 
thereabouts had already been marketed 
amd the high prices realized benefited 
‘the speculators who were holding the 
cotton. When the farmers, in response 
to better prices, began to hurry their 
cotton to market the corner was broken 
and prices tumbled. 

What is the response of the free coin- 
age men to the senseless chatter of the 
goldbugs in regard to the recent rise in 
cotton? It is this, that if the mints 
were now open to silver on the same 
terms with gold the farmers instead of 
getting $85 or $40 a bale for their cot- 
ton would be getting $50 or $75 a bale. 
Instead of getting 714 or 8 cents for 
a short crop they would be getting from 
They would have got 10 
cents for last year’s crop. 

“But,” the goldbugs will reply, “the 
they received for their cotton 
would have been ‘unsound’ money.” 
Not by any means. It would be as 
“sound” as the gold doll¢r was in 1873, 
when it was at a premium over green- 
backs. It would be “sounder’ than the 
greenbacks were in 1873, and we never 
heard anybody but bankers and bond- 
holders complain because of the pre- 
mium on gold. The farmers got along 
very well with the greenbacks. With 
the free coinage of silver the dollar 
would be as sound as the gold dollar 
in the payment of debts and taxes and 
the producers of the country would 
have two for this purpose where they 
now have one. 

It is a common saying that when peo- 
ple take the products of their labor to 
market they do so for the purpose of 
selling them, But this common saying, 
like many others, only touches the sur- 
face of things. Producers go to market 
for the purpose of buying money with 
which to pay their debts and taxes. The 
surplus they have left they invest in the 
thousand and one articles that make 


a home comfortable and life worth liv- 


ing. 

When there is plenty of money in the 
country the producers get fair prices 
for their commodities. When all the 
currency in the country is based on a 
small ,and rapidly-disappearing stock 
of gold prices are low and producers do 
not get enough even to pay their debts. 
That has been the experience of the 
farmers since 1893, since Mr. Carlisle, 
violating both the letter and the spirit 
of the law, ruled that silver dollars are 
redeemable in gold. 

We should be giad to see the farmers 
of the south get good prices for their 
crops even under the single gold stand- 
ard, but we know perfectly well that 
this can never be. The fluctuations in 
the price of ‘cotton that the markets 
have lately witnessed are of no benefit 
to the farmers. Not one producer in 
ten thousand profits by them, Cotton 
that was supposed to be worth 9 cents 
a few days ago is now barely worth 
7%. The farmers, not being fools, will 
remember that much larger crops than 


| the present crop promises to be in 1883 


and 1885 averaged more than 10 cents a 
That was when tle Bland-Al- 
lison act was adding twenty-four mil- 


lions a year to the circulation. 


When cotton goes to 7, 8 or 9 cents as 
a@resuit of a short crop farmers know 
very well that the same crop with the 
mints open to the free and unlimited 
eoinage of silver would fetch 10, 12 and 
15 cents a pound in money as sound as 
gold was in 1873. 


Cotton Mill Prospects. 


In another column will be found a 
snerestive interview with Mr. D. *A. 


Tompkins, of North Carolina, whose 
‘success in establishing co-operative 


| mills at Charlotte and elsewhere in the 


south has made him widely and favora- 
bly. known. 

Mr. Tompkins took an active interest 
in the recent convention of New Eng- 


/ lend cotton mill owners at the exposi- 


tion, but he does not regard such meet- 
ings as an indication that the eastern 


mills are on the eve of moving south~ 
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¥ ward. “He says that it is no ‘use for

System, 


southerners to offer the New Eng- 
landers a fine climate, a good site, un- 
rivaled water power and all that sort 
of thing in the hope of inducing them 
to move down this way. Our eastern 
friends are very cautious. They will 
listen to all our talk about our natural 
advantages and then say: “Why don’t 
you build cotton mills yourselves?” 

Nobody from the northern states is 
pressing and urging the southern peo- 
ple to accept outside capitol and en- 
terprise. The outsiders are quietly 
studying the situation, and their line of 
action will depend very much upon our 
course in the matter. Whien they have 
invested capital in this region they have 
generally acted in concert with south- 
erners who put their own money into 
the enterprise, and they seem to 
prefer the localities in which our peo- 
ple show their faith tn cotton mills by 
taking stock in them. 

Mr. Tompkins believes that there is 
hardly a southern town of any size in 
which one or more cotton mills could 
not be built on the co-operative plan. 
These enterprises have been profitable 
wherever they have been started, and 
there is every reason why they should 
increase and multiply. In the course of 
time it is safe to say that the mills will 
seek the cotton fields, but there is no 
immediate necessity drawing them this 
way. The eastern capitalists still have 
ample time to look about them and select 


favorable opportunities and locations, 


They know all about our climate, our 
waterpower, our advantages, ete., but 


they do not propose to build mills in the | 


south until they see that our own peo- 
ple back their faith in that- industry 
with their money. 

In the states where southerners are 
building and operating mills the New 
I’nglanders are anxious to combine with 
them or start.new enterprises, but they 
steer clear of localities where the people 
do nothing to help themselves, but 
spend their time in trying to attract 
outside capitalists to develop the re- 
sources which they have never utilized. 

We believe that the south will some 
day be the great cotton manufacturing 
region of the world, but our own people 
must go into the business before they 


can expect outsiders to take hold of ft.

The number of publishing houses is on 
the increase, the number of writers has 
multiplied enormously, and the books put 
on the market every year are more than 
Gladstone himself could read if he had 
nothing else to do. Gladstone is the most 
marvelous reader who ever turned the 
page of a book. He reads no words, no 
sentences, no paragraphs. His eyes seem 
to photograph a whole page at a time, 
and: when reading he turns the leaves fast- 
er than an ordinary man could count 
them. It is surprising that there are not 
more failures among the publishing houses. 
There is no business where mistakes are 
so frequent, and where failures are more 
disastrous. But, on the other hand, one 
success in a season balances all losses. The 
success of the international copyright law 
will drive many small firms to tke wall. 
It will put an end to pirating. Most of the 
big firms in this country made their for- 
tunes by reprinting foreign works when 
there was nothing to be paid for the privi- 
lege. International copyright is a great 
thing for the big houses, but death to the 
little ones.

“A Florida clergyman, the Rev. Mr. Mac- 
Donald, of Jacksonville, recently preached 
a sermon in favor of free Cuba, regardless 
of the warning’ given by Attorney General 
Harmon. The Spanish consul at Jackson- 
ville, after examining the opinion of M1.

Three Municipal Bills. 

Three bills bearing upon municipal corpo- 
ration were introduced in the senate yester- 
One of these 
is a bill to amend the act in regard to 
title by prescription, so that no time 
shall bar a municipal corporation from 
Opening any part of a street, theretofore 
dedicated to public use; another that 
there shall be no recovery by abutting 
lot owners, for loss or damage from an 
original grading of any street, lane or 
alley within the corporate limits of any 
municipal corporation unless it shall ap- 
pear to the satisfaction of the court and 
jury trying the case that such grading was 
unreasonably or negligently done, and 
the other is a bill to amend the law lim- 
iting the time in which actions for dam- 
ages to realty, personality, and injuries 
to person, shall be maintained against any 
municipal corporation. The bill seeks to 
limit the time to one year.

Mr. Broyles, of Fulton; Introduces a Bill 
Increasing the City’s Size. 


IT HAS OTHER PROVISIONS 


One Being That No Official of the City 
Shall Hold Any Other Office. 
The Legislature Yesterday. 


Yesterday’s session of the legislature was 


brief. After the introduction of a number 


of new bilis the two houses met in ‘Joint 
session in the hall of the house and unan- 
imously elected Colonel Tom Eason s50- 
licitor general of the Oconee circuit. 

Thésgovernor’s message was sent in and 
read,'after which the house adjourned, 

Mr. Perkins, of Habersham, introduced a 
resolution that that portion of the mes- 
sags referring to the Blue Ridge and At- 
lantic railroad be referred to a special 
committee of five from the house and three 
from the senate. The resolution went over 
until tomorrow. 


To Extend Atlanta. 

Mr. Broyles, of Fulton county, introduced 
a very important bill in the Louse yester- 
day. It provides for the extension of the 
corporate limits of Atlanta to embrace that 
porticn of territory between the present 
eastern boundary and the line separating 
the counties of Fulton and DeKalb; also 
to authorize and empower the mayor and 
council to grant to railroads, manufactur- 
ing institutions, etc., the right and privi- 
leges to lay sidetracks along or across any 
of the streets or alleys of Atlanta into the 
yards of said manufacturing institutions. 

It also prohibits the holding by one per- 
son of two offices at the same time, one or 
both of which shall be a municipal office, 
and to render persons holding one office— 
whether state, federal or municipal—ineli- 
gible to election to a municipal oflice dur- 
ing his continuance in office. 

It also provides that neither the mayor 
nor any alderman nor councilman, nor any 
other officer of the city of Atlanta, who, 
by virtue of election by the people or ap- 
pointment or election by the mayor or the 
mayor and general council, or the general 
council, or by its authority, holding any 
city office after the Ist day of January, 
1896, shall be eligible to hold any other 
office, position or emolument of said ¢ity 
government; nor shall any such officer 
be eligible to membership on more than 
one of the boards, such as the board of 
police commissioners, water commissioners, 
education or other similar boards of the 
said city at the same time; nor shall any 
member of the general council be a mem- 
ber of any board in the city government 
other than as provided for in the charter 
of the city. 

The passage of this act, however, shall 
not be construed so.as to effect the titles 
of any member of the council] holding office 
as to any other office or position on any 
of the boards now held by him, nor that 
of any member of a board now in Office. 

It further provides that the clerk of 
the council shall issue executions for gen- 
eral taxes due the city of Atlanta on the 
2ist day of September in each year, except 
when that day falls on Sunday, in which 
case the executions shall be issued on the 
following day. lt authorizes and requires 
the clerk of the council to issue and the 
marshal to levy tax executions before the 
21st day of Sentember in each year against 
any person, firm or corporation whose cir- 
cumstances are reported by the tax asses- 
sors and receivers to be such that tke 
taxes due’the city are likely to be lost 
unless execution is immediately issued. 

That portion of the bill providing for the 
extersicn of the city limits provides for 
the tiking in of that territory beginning 
at the intersection of 
limits and the Georgia railroad track and 
running thence northeasterly along said 
track of said Georgia railroad to the’ di- 
viding line between Fulton county’ and 
DeKalb eounty; thence running alone said 
dividing line between said courties to the 
intersection of said dividing line with the 
northeasterly line of Augusta avenue pro- 
jected to intersect said county dividing 
line; thence running along said north- 
easterly line of said Augusta avenue in a 
northwesterly direction to the intersection 
of the northwesterly line of Highland ave- 
nue and the said northeasterly line of said 
Augusta avenue projected; then southwest- 
erly along said northwesterly line to said 
Hignland avenue to its intersection with 
the present city limits; then running along 
the line of the present city limits of At- 
lanta to the present limits. This territory 
shall be a part of the fourth ward of the 
city of Atlanta. 


New Bills in the House. 

The following new hills were introduced 
in the house yesterday: 

Mr. Polhill of Bibb—To declare the 
status of dogs as property, and to provide 
for their registration, . 

Mr. Henderson of Forsyth—To provide 
for the removal of all obstructions from 
the running streams of Forsyth county. 

Mr. Broyles of Fulton—To amend the 
charter of the city of Atlanta. Also to 
resolution providing for the payment to 
the city of Atlanta of the state’s pronor- 
tion of the expense of paving West Cain 
street. 

Mr. Sell of Jackson—To abolish the city 
court of Jackson county. 

Mr. Fletcher of Irwin—To change the 
time of holding the fall term of the Irwin 
superior court. Also a bill to raise the 
jurisdiction of the justices of the peace 
in civil cases. 

Mr. Little of Muscogee—To authorize the 
agents of the First United States Free 
will Baptist church, of Columbus, Ga., to 
sell by proper deeds to certain lands held 
by them for church purposé¢s. 

Mr. McCurry of Hart—To provide for 
redeeming land sold under execution, de- 
cree, etc., hy the debtor, vendee. creditor, 
or other legal representatives. 

Mr. Hill of Terrell—Amend the act of 
the legislature to allow parties living on 
lines of counties and district where the 
fence law of the state of Georgia is in 
force, and where the adioining counties 
and districts have adopted the 
law,” to erect public highways. 

Mr. Branan of Fulton—An act to provide 
for and fix the salaries and percentage of 
fees to be paid the ordinary, clerk of the 
superior court, sheriff, tax collector, tax 
receiver, coroner, county treasurer, court 
stenographer and soliciter of the city and 
criminal courts, serving under a enecial 
or local act, and requiring the payment 
of all moreys coming into any of the 
offices from these fees, fines, or otherwise, 
into the county treasury; and providing 
for the election by the grand jury of a 
county auditor to audit and settle said 
fees and salaries: and further defining 
the duties of said auditor: and providing 
for the manner and mode of such payments 
and reports from all of said officers of 
each and every county in this state, having 
within its limits a city containing a popu- 
lation of 60,000 or more inhalhitants. 


Notes About the Capitol. 

Colonel Tom Eason, who was re-elected 
solicitor general of the Oconee circuit yes- 
terday, has held that office for sixteen 
years. 

Mr. Henry Hammond, the new member 
from Richmond, elected to succeed Mr.

“Where they receive premiums for a full 
amount and the loss is that much I think 
they should be made to pay the loss.” 

Mr. Dodson will push the passage of this 
measure with vigor. 

Mr. Polhill, of Bibb. 

“T have three bills of more or less im- 
portance which I intend to introduce this 
session,”’ said Mr. Hope Polhill, of Bibb, 
yesterday. “One of them I presented this 
morning. It is a bill to make dogs property, 
provided certain conditions are complied 
with. These conditions are that the owners 
of dogs must register them with the ordi- 
nary of the county and return them for 
taxation to the tax receiver. There are 
many dogs in Georgia that are very valu- 
able and I see no valid reason why they 
should not stand upon the same footing 
as other property. Under a recent decision 
of our supreme court dogs were decided not 
to be subject matter of malicious mischief. 
I think the bill I introduee will be bene- 
ficial in several ways. While it is not ex- 
tended quite as far as some people may de- 
Sire, still it is a step in the right direction. 
I can’t see how any one can object to it. 

“TI shall also introduce a bill permitting 
every county in Georgia to have a system of 
local taxation so as to supplement the 
public scgool funds. This, in my opinion, 
is a very important measure and will be of 
untold benefit to our state. The county 
which I have the honor to represent has 
adopted such a system and under its opera- 
tion our farming lands have advanced in 
value 1,200 per cent. The people from the 
surrounding counties are moving into Bibb 
in order to get the advantage of our fine 
schools. For the last quarter of a century 
people have been moving from the country 
districts into the cities simply because of 
the meager educational advantages offered 
in the country. This must be changed if 
we expect Georgia to continue her forward 
march and remain tne foremost of the 
southern states. 

“Then I hope to give some relief to the 
supreme court. I have prepared a bill simi- 
lar to that in Indiana, which state was 
suffering in the same way as ours is now. 
It has worked admirably there. I ean see 
no constitutional objection to my bill, still 
there are good lawyers in the state and also 
in the legislature who think they do.”

He Takes Issue. 

Editor Constitution—The president of the 
Farmers’ National Congress, at its recent 
meeting in your city, delivered an address 
in which he stated (for the glorification of 
farming interests and the further purpose 
of showing farmers that they were emi- 
nently prosperous) that the value of farm 
products had increased in thirty years (re- 
ferring to the eighth and eleventh censuses) 
from $1,363,000,000 in value to $4,500,000,000. 

These figures are all humbug, and were 
manufactured for the sole purpose of 
proving to farmers that they were all 
wrong when they complain of hard times. 

The true figures for theeighth and 
eleventh censuses are below: 

1860, eighth census.. , 3 | 
189), eleventh census.. .. .. .. 2,460,000,000 

With double the population in 1890, and 
double the number of men in farming 
(nearly) and double the quantity (on an 
average) of farm products, the total value 
of these products in 1890 was $135,000,000 
less than in 1860. 

The total value divided by the number 
of men engaged in farming gives an aver- 
age return to each farmer and laborer 
of $550 per year for 1850 and only $-75 per year 
for 1890, thus conclusively proving that 
the farmer is right when he complains of 
hard times. 

President Clayton’s fake statistics would 
reverse the above figures, giving an aver- 
age of about $300 for 1860 and $500 for 1890, 
and if they were true, would prove tne 
farmer an unreasonable grumbler. 

Why is it, that with a doubled produc- 
tion of agricultural products, in quantity 
not value, for 1890, their total value is less 
in 1890 that thirty years before? is a ques- 
tion which interests the farmer. 

It is simply because that great law of 
finance has been continuously disregarded 
which requires that the measure of values 
(circulating money) must increase in the 
same ratio as production increases, in or- 
der to preserve a uniform level of prices, 
for, had such been the case, farm products 
in 1899 would have shown an aggregate 
value of $5,000,000,000, and there would have 
been no excuse for farmers complaining.

It is a source of great uratiicatioa to 
myseif, and it must be to eacn of ycu, 
that you cunvene at a weriod in the histery 
of our state when we are enjoying the 
biessings of providence in fruitful barvests. 
I rejoice that the worst of the terrisie finan- 
cial panic which has been vpn us is over 
and am confident we can loox forwru to 
an era of prosperity. While tne cotton crop 
of this year is not so lurge as we had 
hoped for, the unexpected good price and 
the large yield of corn, peas, pvtatoes, rice 
and other food crops places the people of 
the state in better condition than they 
have been for years. 

The Cotton States Exposition. 

The effort of some of the puolic-spirited 
@nd enterprising citizens of this state to 
hold this year a great international exposi- 
tion, which was at first regarded as an 
audacious undertaking, has ‘een brought to 
a happy termination. In its arrangement, 
Variety and proportions it excels any ex- 
hibition of the resources and achievements 
of the American people (with the exception 
of the world’s fafr at Chicago) which has 
ever been made, and will bring to Georgia 
visitors from every quarter of the globe, 
whose impressions of our people, our civili- 
gation, our resources and our inviting fields 
for investment will in the near future 
greativ advance our growth in industries, 
population and wealth. 

State Exhibit. 


Realizing the impvriance of this great 
event, at your last session you made an 
appropriation which you directed to be 
used for the purpose or making an exhibit 
of Georgia’s resources at the Cotten States 
and International exposition. The duty of 
expending this money and making the pro- 
posed exhibit was imposed by you upon 
Hon. R. U. Hardeman, state treasurer; 
Hon. J. M. Terrell, attorney general; Hon. 
G. R. Glenn, state school commissioner; 
Hon. W. A. Wright, comptroller general; 
Hon. R. T. Nesbitt, commissioner of agri- 
culture, and upon myself. The board select- 
ed Hon. W. S. Yeates, state geologist; Hon. 
George F. Payne, state chemist, and Hon. 
J. Quinn, assistant school com- 
missioner, as honorary members, each of 
whom has rendered us valuable aid with- 
out compensation. Mr. George W. Kelly 
was elected as assistant to the commis- 
sioner of agriculture, who was the execu- 
tive officer of the board, and Mr. 

. M. Durant was elected as secre- 
tary. With this force we under- 
took to do the work entrusted to us, and 
feel a just pride in the magnificent exhibit 
made by the state. At an early period in 
our work we became convinced that the 
gum appropriated by the state would not 
enable us to make so complete an exhibit. 
of all the resources of the state as we felt 
it was the duty of the state to make on 
such an occasion. Fortunately some of 
the public-spirited and patriotic citizens 
of the state, who are interested in manu- 
facturing. came to our aid. With their 
approval and co-operation a convention of 
the manufacturers of Georgia was called 
to meet in the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives. The convention was largely 
attended, and as one of the results thereof 
money was raised and a special building 
erected at the expense of the manufac- 
turers themselves, in which you will find 
the exhibit of the Georgia manufacturers. 
The variety, character and extent of this 
exhibit must inspire the pride of every 
Georgian, and when taken in connection 
with the exhibit made by the state board, 
places Georgia before the world in a most 
enviable light. Those who come from 
abroad to visit this great exposition, and 
view Georgia’s resources as exhibited in 
the state building in the Georgia manufac- 
turers’ building, will leave us with a 
hieher estimate of the resources and capa- 
bilities of our state and the ¢haracter 
and achievements of our people. The jin- 
fluence of the exposition and of the state’s 
exhibit will be of incalculable value in 
directing to Georgia a vast amount of 
capital which the revival of husiness will 
cause to seek safe and profitable invest- 
me 
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nt. 
Comptroller General’s Report.

Under the present 
System Of Making tax returns, outside of 
where the returus are afiecied by local 
assessment systems of towns and cities, 
eacn man is tis own tax assessor and 
Places upon his property such vaiue as 
lic see8 ii, even himseil in many instaaces 
coniessing that the amount at whicn it 
has been returned by hiim for taxes bears 
LO approximate relation to the real value 
of tne property. While the jegisiature 
nominally lixes ._ the tax rate for 
the state to be collected from her citizens, 
each ciuzen has the power to fix his own 
tax rate, and many of them do Hx it 
at an unjustly low rate by placing a value 
upon their property far below its vaiue 
“and on a scale much lower than that by 
Which the property of their neighbors is 
Vaiued. The man who pays taxes upon 
property unfairly valued at $504, while on 
property of the same vaiue his neighbor 
pays on $1,000, is lowering his own tax 
rate one-half, depriving the state of its 
just revenue, and placing an unjust bur- 
den upon his honest neighbor who vaiues 
his property correctly. 

“I most earnestly recommend that some 
Plan be devised by which the state can 
arrive at something like a just valuation 
of the property of its citizens subject to 
taxation and protect the man who honest- 
ly returns his taxes against impositions 
frons those who return dhbeir vroperty 
at an improper valuation. It is well to 
bear in mind that any plan wiaich you may 
adopt will, when put in practical operation, 
prove imperfect, but as hese defects 
appear it will be the duty of your suc- 
cessors to correct them and continue to 
perfect the law. Certain it is that no sys- 
tem which can be adopted can be open to 
greater abuse or more flagrant injustices 
than the law under which our property 
is now returned for taxes. A proper plan 
for assessment of property for taxation 
will not only equalize value, but place 
upon the tax books a vast amount of per- 
sonal effects which now escape taxation. 
In connection with this recommendation 
I desire to suggest that you authorize 
the comptroller-general to prescribe and 
furnish to the tax ccllectors and tax re- 
ceivers of this state such books as in his 
judgment should be kept by them and to 
prescribe rules directing how these books 
shall be kept. This will enable him to 
require the business of the state conduct- 
ed by each of these officers to be conduct- 
ed in a systematic and business-like man- 
ner, ard will result in a large saving to 
the state. 

Treasurer’s Report. 

The report of tne state treasurer will 
give you ample information as to the con- 
dition of our finances. By reference 1o 
this report it will he seen that under the 
law enacted by your honoruble body at 
its session in 18% providing for the quar- 
terly payment of teachers that the treasury 
will have a severe strain to bear. The 
payment, soon to be made, will require 
the treasurer to advance to the school 
fund about $490,000. I respectfully sug- 
gest that your finance committec make 
close inquiry into the effect of this great 
draft upon the treasury, and that such leg- 
islation as may be needed for its relief, 
if any, be enacted. 


State Depositories. 


“Soon after coming into office I under- 
took, in conformity with the act of 1878, 
to make an arrangement with the various 
depositories providing for the payment of 
interest upon the public funds en- 
trusted to them. As ae result of 
this. effort I consummated contracts with 
all of the banks but two, which two re- 
signed rather than pay interest, which 
contracts provided for the, payment of in- 
terest at the rate of 2 per cent on dailv 
balances from March 1, 1895, to March ] 
1896, to be paid semi-annually. I am in- 
formed by the state treasurer that the 
amount of interest due the state for the 
first six months, ending September Ist, 
Will approximate §8,6CO It must be borne 
in mind in this connection that the pro- 
Vision for quarterly payment of teachers 
Which is a wise and proper one, has 
largely reduced the state’s deposits in its 
various depositories, and for that reason 
the income from this source can be hnoth- 
ing like so large as it would otherwise 
have been. It is rratifving, however, to 
know, notwithstanding this large decrease 
of deposit, that within the first six months 
T have been able to make for the state 
the sum of $8,000 from this unexpected 
source. I respectfully sugges: that the 
law providing for state depositories be 
#0 amended as to remove al! doubt that 
may exist in the mind of ary one as. to 
the power of the governor to anpoint a 
siiccessor when he is unable to agree with 
them upon the rate-of interest to be paid 
upon the state deposits. 

Sale of 3 1-2 Per Cent Bonds at a 
Premium. 

Under the provisions of the act an- 
proved December [8, 1894, 489 five-hundred- 
dolar bonds on. the Northeastern railroad 
imiorsed by the state Were Jeposited with 
the treasurer to be exchanged at var 
for the new 3% per cent bonds to be issued 
under said act. Fortunately, -however, for 
the state these new 3% per cent bonds 
were, when offered fur sale, sold to the 
Columbus Savings. bank at a premium of 
11-100 per cent for each five-hundred-dollar 
bond. To have sold a bond bearing 38% 
per cent interest at a premium during 
such a financial stringency, is an event in 
our history of Which all Georgians may 
well be proud, and speaks volumes for the 
high Standing of our state in the commer- 
cial world. The sale of these bonds ena- 
bled me to discharge our obligation on the 
Northeastern railroad bonds which had one 
year to run and were bearing interest at 
7 per cenit per annum. The saving to the 
State in the difference between 7 and 31% 
per cent for the period that these 7 per 
cent bonds were to run was the sum 
of $8,155.

We 
were paying $1,500 per year as rental for an 
engine, and under the contract were re- 
quired to keep the same in repair at our 
own expense. This policy I did not deem 
wise to continue and therefore made the 
purchase as above stated, ! 


Sale of the Northeastern Railroad. 


As provided by law and‘advised by act 
of 1894, after advertising same according 
to law. that part of the Northeastern rail- 
road lying between Athens and its junction 
with the Southern railroad was exposed to 
sale in the city of Athens on the 16th of 
April, 189, and bought in by me for the 
state of Georgia for the sum of $100,000, this 
being the only bid made. The deed to the 
property has been made to the state and 
properly, recorded. I submit herewith a 
statement showing the running expenses 
and expenditures of the road from date of 
seizure by the state to date of sale and from 
date of sale to September Ist:

After purchase of the road I place2d in 
charge Hon. R. K. Reaves, who has been 
operating the road since the purchase as 
agent of the state. There is no doubt 
that the road will earn a very large divi- 
dend en the purchase price paid therefor 
by me, and will yield a sufficient inccme to 
pay interest on the entire series of bonds 
which the state issued to take up the old 
bonds of the Northeastern railroad indorsed 
by it. 
Future Disposition of the Northeast- 

ern Railroad. 


I desire to cail your attention to this 
property, and submit to your consideration 
the question of its future operation or dis- 
prsiticn. If, in your judgment, it is wise 
to sell or lease this property it will be nec- 
essary for you to enact the provisions un- 
der which you desire the sale or lease con- 
tract to be made, 

Blue Ridge and Atlantic Railroad. 

This read reaches from Cornelia, on the 
Southern railroad, to Tallulah Falls, and 
was originally a part of the Northeastern 
railway property. Growing out of this fact 
is the claim of the state thereon to secure 
the payment of the bonds indorsed by the 
state on the Northeastern ra.lroad prcperty. 
This claim, it is understood, will be con- 
tested by those who at present claim the 
Blue Ridge and Atlantic railroad, The road 
is now in the hands of a receiver appointed 
by the United States court. It’ has been re- 
ported to me that one-half of it hus been 
abandored, and is not now being operated, 
It has been, and is now, a mooted question 
as to whether or not an effort to enforce 
the claim of the state will result in ex- 
pense or benefit to the state. I respectfully 
suggest that a committee of the best busi- 
ness men in your body make an eXamina- 
tion of this property, consider its connec- 
tions and surroundings and give directions 
whether or not the staie shall proceed to 
enforce its claim thereon. 

The Western and Atlantic Commission. 

In pursuance of an act passed by the gen- 
eral assembly in 1894, providing for a meth- 
od of settling controversies between the

Pensions. 


I herewith, submit to you a statement 
showing the amount of pensions peid to 
confederate soldiers for each of the Jast 
three years. It will be seen, notw:th- 
standing a number of deaths, that there 
has heen an increase in this sum due to 
the fact that as they grow older their 
wounds and afflictions increase their dis- 
abilities and make it necessary for them 
to call upon the state for assistance:

Pensions Under Act of 1894. 

Under the act of the general assembly 
providing for the payment of pensions to 
indigent soldiers, the number of appli- 
cants approved to date are 1,768, and new 
applications continue to arrive. To pay 
the claims already approved would require 
$106,080. The appropriation made for the 
payment of this class of soldiers was only 
$30,000. Following the precedent establish- 
ed heretofore in cases where the appro- 
priations fell far short of the demands 
for pensions, it was deemed wise not to 
pay out this $30,000, and for that reason 
nothing has been paid under this act. I 
submit to you these figures and leave to 
your wisdom to determine what shali be 
done. It is probable that it will take $12%-

I cannot forbear saying that the motives 
which prompted the passage of this act 
were generous, nobje, and worthy the 
great state of which you are the accred- 
ited representatives. There is no class of 
our fellow citizens, no class of our pen- 
sioners, who are more deserving of the 
state’s bounty than those who are enfttled 
to pensions under the provisions of This 
act, and I most earnestly recommend that 
you make provision for the payment of this 
class of pensicners. 


Transfer of Pensions to Office of Ad- 


/ jutant General. 

The work in the pension department has 
grown to such an extent that it has be- 
come a great burden upon the limited 
clerical force in the executive department. 
It has been mentioned by my predeces- 
sors, and by one of them the recommenda- 
tion was made that the executive depart- 
ment be released of this burden. As the 
constitution limits the clerical expenses 
there we cannot for the purpose of doing 
this work increase the appropriations fo1 
the executive office. I, therefore, recom- 
mend that you authorize the transfer of 
the entire work of the pension department 
to the office of the adjutant general, and 
that you provide a clerk for that depart- 
ment. At the time the constitution limit- 
ed the amount of expenditures in the 
executive department the state granted no 
pensions. The number of pensioners under 
all existing laws will be near 
to ten thousand, and will r"~ 
quire an enormous amount of labor. To 
consider, carefully every application, guard 
against imposition, and to do justice to 
every worthy petitioner is a delicate and 
arduous task which should not be done 
hastily or carelessly. 


Penitentiary. 


The report of the principal keeper of the 
penitentiary will give you all necessary in- 
formation in reierence to that important and 
Srowing department. Lt is gratifying to 
Know, however, ‘that during tne last 
twelve months the increase in the number 
of convicts has been smalier than the year 
previous, and, with few exceptions, smailer 
ihan any year since the lease act went 
iniu eliect. The greatest trouble with the 
lessees during the year just past has grown 
out of what is known as “‘trusties’’ in tne 
cunvict service. krom my Knowledge of 
these camps and the way they are con- 
ducted 1 am satisfied that it is wise to 
permit this to some extent under strict 
rules and limitations, but a3 to whether or 
not this practice of making trusties of 
seme convicts is being abused is now a 
grave question. I have instructed the 
principai keeper and his assistant to make 
diligent inquiry into this custom, its use 
and abuse, and report to me with such 
recommeildations as may in their judg- 
ment be wise. 

‘ne principal physician of the peniten- 
tiary reports that, in his opinion, two of 
the camps now being operated in south 
Georgia may prove disastrous to the health 
of convicts which are required to labor 
therein. As both these are comparatively 
new camps, we have not as yet had sufh- 
cient opportunity to thoroughly determine 
thig question to my satisfaction. I will 
have these camps closely cared for and 
take prompt action if the conditions should 
at any time demand it. 

! Enforcement of Law. 

The enforcement of the criminal laws of 
this state has been carried on for the Jast 
twelve months with gratifying results. On 
several occasions it has been found necés- 
sary to call out the militia.. It affords me 
pleasure to say that in each instance the 
troops have borne themselves in a com- 
mendable and soldierly manner, and for 
their prompt and efficient service rendered 
on these occasions they are entitled to the 
thanks of the commonwealth. 

Lynching. 

Since the day of my inauguration there 
have been five persons lynched in this state. 
In each instance the party lynched 
was charged with the same ot- 
fense. No one has been lynched during 
my administration except for the crime of 
rape. I have vainly endeavored, by an ap- 
peal to the civil authorities and by offering 
rewards for the lynchers, to bring to trial 
some of these violators of the law; but 


neither an appeal to the courts nor the of-° 


fering of rewards. has had the desired ef- 
fect. The courts have been unable to se- 
cure proof, and without this they are pow- 
erless to enforce the iaw. Our people are 
peculirly situated. No civilized people on 
earth other than the southern states are 
surrounded ag we are. Our country In 
many sections is thinly settled and fully 
one-third of our population is composed of 
those who up to a. few years ago were 
slaves, a large percentage of whom lack 
moral training and.have not the proper re- 
spect for law or the rights of others. 
In some portions of the state our women 
in the country are constantly exposed to 
the brutal attack of the outlaw, who has 
respect for neither virtue nor law. It is 
for this reason that sometimes, when these 
outrages upon women do occur, ae 
ple—who feel that the safety 0 
our women depends upon prompt pun- 
ishment—find their indignation uncontrol- 
lable and inflict penalties which should 
only be imposed by lawful authority after 
a trial by a court of justice. This is 
wrong. It sacrifices the good name of our 
state in the eyes of the civilized world, 
the good opinion of which should be de- 
sired by all. These mobs, by violating the 
law, create a spirit of lawlessness and in- 
directly increase the very crime which 
they seek to suppress. In several instan- 
ces the parties lynched in this state have 
been taken from the hands of officers and 
most brutally, cruelly and inhumanly 
treated. Such conduct cannot be too st®- 
verely condemned. In my opinion it will 
be wise for the general assembly to enact 
a law providing that whenever a person 
is taken from the hands of officers and 
maltreated or murdered, that the wovernor 
be authorized to remove from office the 
man from whose custody he was taken, 
that the administrator or the family of the 
deceased. shall have the right to recover 
from the county the full value of his life. 
The state has no right to permit its of- 
ficers to take charge of a man, render 
him vowerless ‘to protect himself, and 
while in this helpless condition in the 
custody of the state to be taken by an 
armed mob and maltreated or murdered. 
In all such instances their legal represen- 
tatives should have redress in the courts, 
with right to sue in any county adjoining 
the one where the offense was committed, 
and the governor should be -empowered, 
in his discretion, to remove the officer. 

“Such provisions would make more ac- 
tive our law abiding citizens in suppress- 
ing lawlessness and encouraging all of 
our people to resort to the courts for the 
punishment of the crime, even where the 
offense charged is the most brutal, the 
most dastardly and the most heinous, In 
each of the instances mentioned the party 
lynched has been a negro. What excuse 
can be given for this conduct when our 
race has control of the legislature and of 
the courts, furnishing both the judges and 
the jurors? No white man should 
insist upon the infliction of punishment 
in a case where he is unwilling to intrust 
the trial to the most intelligent and up- 
right of his own race. If a fair trial can- 
not be had before these in a court of 
justice, how can one be’ justly and fairly 
had by a raving mob. 


Reformation in Criminal Laws. 


I commend your action in promptiy tak- 
ing up at your previous session the mat- 
ter of reformation of our criminal laws. 
If I am correctly informed a bill covering 
this subject has already passed the lower 
house. 

I recommend that action be taken upon 
this measure at the earliest practicable 
moment in order that such changes in the 
criminal laws as may be made may be em- 
bodied in the codification of our laws 
which is soon to be published, 


Direct Taxes. 


Herewith I furnish you statement of di- 
rect tax refunded by the federal govern- 
ment to the state of Georgia, to be dis- 
bursed to such citizens. as were entitled to 
it under the provisions of the act of con- 
gress:

Georgia Experiment Station. 


The expenses of the meeting of the board 
of directors of the Georgia experiment 
station are now paid by the state. As this 
institution. receives from the federal govs 
ernment $15,000 annually, and the state has 
already furnished the farm and erected its 
buildings, it is entigely proper that the ex- 
penses of the meetings of this board be 
paid out of the funds at their command. 
If the fund received from the federal gov- 
ernment cannot be used for this purpose— 
and I see no. reason why it should not~— 
it should be paid from the products of the 
farm. The sum paid annually to this 
board of directors, covering ~-their  ex- 
penses, amounts to about eight hundred 
dollars—a sum worth saving to the state.

make the needed appropriation. 
Educational Institutions. 

The educational institutions of Georgia, 
though not perfect, show such progress as 
to furnisa cause for just pride. ‘ine con- 
vention of the county school commissioners 
held in the hall of the house of representa- 
tives a few days since furnishes high evi- 
dence of the improvement of our schools 
and the pregress being made by the various 
counties in securing efficient county school 
commissioners, It was an intelligent body 
of earnest men, who impressed all who 
looked upon them, not only Georgians but 
strangers, that our common scheols are in 
the control of competent men, The pro- 
gress in this respect was cheering and 
means much. The common school fund for 
this year is as follows:

Add to this $500,000, the total amount 
raised by local taxation in various counties 
and ‘cities, and we have as the total amount 
raised by taxation in the state for educa- 
tional purposes $1,656,052.00. This great in- 
terest merits your careful attention and 
substantial aid. While heartily favoring 
continued increase in the aid of the state 
to our common schools, I recommend that 
you take such steps as will encourage coun- 
ties and localities to co-operate with the 
State in seeking to upbuiid the common 
schools, There is no better work in which 
you can engage as legislators. If we can 
secure the hearty co-operation of the citi- 
zens of this state and induce them by local 
taxation voluntarily imposed upon them- 
Selves ‘by the people of each locality to 
co-operate with the state and aid us in 
completing and perfecting our common 
school system until the state is able of 
itself to run an eight months’ school, you 
will accomplish a great work for the chil- 
dren of Georgia and for the state. 

I commend to your consideration, as es- 
pecially worthy of your encouragement, 
the North Georgia Agricultural college at 
Dahlonega, the State Normal School of 
Athens, the Georgia Normal and Industral 
college at Milledgeville, the School of Tech- 
nology at Atlanta, and the University of 
Georgia at Atiiens. In my opinion the 
great need of most of these institutions is 
buildings. At tue last session of the gen- 
eral assembly I called your attention to 
the great need of additional boarding apart- 
ments at the Georgia Normal and Indus- 
trial college. 

While embarrassed by the present con- 
dition of une treasury, I cannot forbear 
calling your attention again to this mat- 
ter. You have made the appropriation to 
employ the teachers, to secure all neces- 
Sary appliances, and yet for the want of 
buildings a very large number of the class 
of girls whom we are most anxious to aid 
are unable to attend, bevause unable to pay 
the board required of them when boarding 
outside of the college building. 


Colored School at Savannah. 


I had the pleasure of attending the com- 
mencement exercises of this institution, 
and was highly pleased with the r: ‘ult of 
the work of tne students as exhib%ed on 
this occasion. The members of the board 
of commissioners are to be commended for 
their zeal in behalf of the success of this 
institution, which means so much to the 
colored people of Georgia. 

1 respectfully recommend that this schoo} 
be opened to both males and females, and 
that greater facilities be afforded for the 
training of teachers. We have as- 
sumed the obligation, and properly as- 
sumed it, to educate this Class of 
our fellow citizens, and cannot overlook the 
great need of normal training among the 
teaciers, nor urderestimate the importance 
of having them under the guidance of 
friendly infiuences, [| earnestly recommend 
that a large part of the work of this state 
institution be devoted to the trainine of 
teachers who may go out and take charge 
of the colored schools, and that the state 
ample provision to enable this insti- 
tution to afford the ampie facilities to ful- 
lul its mission.

Now that the great evil of frequent elec- 
tions is fully realized, I call your atten- 
tion to the fact that in case of the death 
of the governor, under existing laws, it 
would be necessary to hold a special elec- 
tion in order to elect a successor. This 
would involve the people in enormous ex- 
pense, annoyance and sacrifice of business. 
I recommend that the constitution be seo 
amended as to provide for the election of 
a Heutenant governor at the same time that 
the governor and statehouse officers are 
elected.

[Interesting Address by a South Caro- 
lina Lady on the Question of 
Woman Suffrage. 


afternoon in the assembly 
hall of the woman's building the congress 
committee presened an interesting and 
instructive programme, 

The first address was made by Mrs. 
Florida Cunningham, of South Carolina, 
was one of the lady managers of 
the world’s fair commission from South 
Carolina. Mrs. Cunningham is prominent- 
ly associated with a number of organiza- 
tions devoted to the interests of women, 
gne isa Daughter of the R volution, belong- 
Ing to one of the most cultured and arist,- 
eratic of southern families. [It is oniy 
lately that the suffrage question has been 
agitated to any extent in South Carolina 
or Georgia, and the address made by Miss 
Cunningham dealt with its progress in the 
south and its recent results in South Caro- 
lina. 

On its particular progress here Mrs. Cun- 
ningham says: - 

“Only a few months since this young 
giant among cities was the theater of the 
National Woman's Suffragist convention, 
coming with the new born year and acting 
sponser, as it were, to the new borp in- 
spiration 
ception of her legitimate right to the fran- 
rhise. Atianta accorded the brave women 
who compcsed this convention a royal wel- 
rome, and upon leaving they could well 
exclaim with great Caesar, ‘veni, vidi, vici.’ 
It upheld the southern reputation for hos- 
pitality and entertainment, as it is now 
Gepicting through its successful exposi- 
tion the marvelous wealth and resources 
of the mighty south, and its phenomenal 
advance and progress thorugh the ravages 
and humiliations resulting from the, civil 
strife. For this Georgia or the south 
could find no finer exponent than Atlanta; 
and I am proud as a daughter of the lost 
fause ot the excathedra position accorded 
woman in this unusual gathering that she 
may do honor to herself and prove herself, 
as she is hourly doing, the peer of her 
brothers. 

“Il am convinced that the unbiased and 
thinking men and women of our country 
realize that the ballot is absolutely neces- 
sary for us in this advanced age, when 
higher education fits us to stand side by 
side with the sterner sex, and stem with 
them the tide of opportunity in all that re- 
lates to the interests of both; for their 
interests are inseparable. 

“The twentieth century woman, I am 
pure, will never be fully able to compre- 
bend the struggle her nineteenth century 
sisters made for political equality; for in 
this century so soon to dawn upon us we 
will no longer be classe with minors, 
ldots and criminals, when it become a 
question of registration, a prediction that 
many of us will see verified in the next 
twenty years. 

“In an article in The Century fer this 
month entitled, ‘Life in the Tulleries Under 
the Second Empire,’ by Mrs. Anna L. Beck- 
nal, the following tIncident was related: 
"When the arrival of the ambassador from 
Persia was officially announced the Em- 
press Eugenie had but one thought—that 
of dazzling his mortal mind by a wonder- 
ful display of European magnificence. Us- 
ually a queen consort never appeared of- 
ficially on such occasions, but the empress 
fecided that she would be present in state 
with all her ladies about her in full court 
dress, which she herself would wear, with 
a profusion of jewels. Everything was 
settled accordingly to her wishes. She was 
present at the reception of the embassy, 
seated in imperial state and looking very 
beautiful. When the Persian ambassador 
retired one of the French gentlemen who 
had escorted him into the imperial pres- 
ence asked what he thought of the em- 
press. “The empress!” he exclaimed 
with contemptuous astonishment. “I did 
not look at her. It is beneath my dignity 
to look at a woman. I saw only the em- 
peror.”’ ’ 

“It is thus that the constitutional con- 
vention now in session in South Carolina 
treats woman’s suffrage. We, its advo- 
rates, appealed to it by open letters and 
speeches and it has declared by its action 
that it is beneath its dignity to look at a 
woman when called upon to consider her the 
tqual of man under the law. It trembles 
in contemplating the divided power she 
would wield if gvein the ballot, just as it 
trembles at the power, numerically, with 
Which unqualified franchise would invest 
the negro! I deny that the men who com- 
pose that body are statesmen, with a very 
few isolated exceptions; but that they are 
machine politicians who would prostitute 
humanity for their own selfish ends. Their 
injustice to the negro is as pronounced as 
It is to woman. With an educational and 
property qualification the negro with us 
could be allowed to vote and be thus re- 
duced to minority; and by admitting women 
{t would insure the state a white majority 
of twenty thousand. The reduction of the 
hegro vote in South Carolina is a problem 
that this corstitutional convention has to 
Bolve and it is one of grave importance 
to our supremacy. And I had hoped to 
ee it accomplished without discredit to 
the race who stood loyally by us during 
the civil strife, and who still look to us to 
guide and sympathize with them. The 
time will come and that not far distant, 
when this Tillman iron clad constitution 
will be overturned, and the indignant wom- 
tn of the state will provoke M even more 
than the men who are outside of it 
And who sit tamely by and submit. 

“Insidious political rings and shameful 
party dissensions in this haughty colonial 
state are alienating its admirers, injuring 
Its prosperity and weakening its influences. 
And the women of its soil blush for the 
humiliation that seems daily to militate 
More and more against its continued ad- 
vancement, and to proclaim for it a deter- 
loration that they bear silently but now 
publicly rebel against, and are striving to 
Dvercome. Demagogism is the vampire 
that is sapping its glorious possibilities and 
preying upon the vitals of its pride. Truly 
the moment has come when its women 
kre needed at the polls for its redemption! 
It is as dear to them now in its degrada-

tion as it was when in the throes of war- | 


fare to the heroes that bled for it and 
added to its glory. Under this unfair and 
pernicious new constitution we are men-

Man so elastic is the franchise for white 
men, while cultivated, highbred white 
Women who ask for it, and who pay taxes, 
are excluded! When we had such states- 
men as Calhoun, Hayne,’ McDuffie, Pick- 
ens and Barnwell Rhett, we were not need- 
ed; although we had the same right to the 
ballot then as at present. But the neces- 
ity did not force it upon us, and we did 
not ‘sniff the battle’ which threat-

After this comes ore long side cf the 
room devoted entirely to the exnibition of 
uiaWings from the school of design tor 
women. Miss kmiiy Lartain is the princi- 
pal of these schools. Between the win- 
dows hang two beautiful etcnings from a 
pair of her famous paintings—one “in 
the Gloaming” and the other called “Glad 
Tidings.’’ Both have that delicate human 
expression of simple things which the 
true artist alone can render. This school is 
very large and prosperous and turns out 
each year a great number of pupils to do 
it credit and to earn a spiendid living 
through the knowledge they have acquircd. 
Here, also, is taught the art of applied de- 
sign, which has as iliustrations beautiful 
specimens of wall paper and textile fabrics. 


Pittsburg also has a school of design for 
women with a woman president, Miss Ilen- 
derson, and the work from that school is 
excellent in every way. On a case of ¢m- 
broideries on the left hand side of the room 
are to be found some of the most exqui- 
site specimens of woman’s work io be 
found in the entire building. Some of ghese 
fine linens come from the school of art 
needlework for women, in Philadelphia, 
and others are sent by private individuals. 
The central pieces coines from a young Wo- 
man of Kane, Pa., Miss Bleda Fiuke. It is 
a center piece in a pansy design, «nd is 
one of the most exquisitely executed and 
daintily conceived things in the way of col- 
or which ever came from the deft fingers 
of a needlewoman. 

About this case hang a number of charm- 
ing things in water color from the women 
of the school of design and from private ar- 
tists. A lovely study of the Virginia creep- 
er is among the notably fine works, thovgh 
it would be hard to single out any one pic- 
ture from the beginning to the end of this 
exhibit—nothing is poor; it is all thorough- 
ly fine throughout. 

From the Woman’s Exchange of Phiia- 
delphia come three cases of fine art needie- 
work. They are arranged in pink, blue 
and green; the case containing only delft 
blue embroidery in picture frames and ¢£o 
on is particularly attractive. 

The most beautiful water colors in the 
room are done by Miss May Stokes, a Fitts- 
burg artist, and one who has acquired to 
perfection the art of painting fair women. 
With the daintiest of brushes she handles 
her subject. The piquant grace of the Pa- 
risian artist is hers, and nothing ‘n water 
color from a woman can excel these de- 
lightful paintings. A fascinating black 
and white by Miss Stokes is to be seen in 
the ftontispiece of The woman’s edition of 
The Pittsburg Post. It was issued on May 
Day and the picture represents a gathering 
of gay fin de siecle girls dancing about a 
maypole. The drawing is excellent, the fig- 
ures full of life and spirit. 

Over the mantel hangs one of Miss 
Stokes’s paintings representing the heads of 
three up-to-date girls in big hats and 
summer costumes and to say that she 
paints young women as well as Maud Hum- 
phrey paints children is the ys gnc praise 
one can give her. The case of china sent 
by indiv.auvals also shows that the women 
of Pennsylvania are mistresses of their 
dainty art. The room is completely charm- 
ing and does the greatest credit to those 
who cellected and installed the exhibit.

The audience sat spell bound for two 
solid hours yesterday afternoon and 
watched the flying steeds and daring feats 
ef the cowboys. Ther@ .was something 
about the performance that won the ad- 
miration of the crowds and the people 
cheered with an enthusiasm seldom seen 
on a show ground. 

Gayly bedecked riders, clinging to the 
charging steeds, dashed over the grounds 
with the swiftness of the wind. The In- 
dians, grim and frightful in their warpaint, 
rode at a breakneck speed and the Texas 
cowboys, with the experience of many 
years, threw the lassoes with a precision 
that was nothing short of miraculous, As 
a whole the show is one of the greatest 
that has ever given a performance in At- 
lanta. 

Yesterday morning the riders paraded 
the streets of the city. It was a parade 
that attracted attention, and thousands 
lined the sidewalks and watched the pro- 
cession as it moved along. The parade 
was headed by the famous cowboy band. 
Following came the rough riders of all 
nations. Cowboys who have faced innu- 
merable dangers of the plains; Indians, 
full of treachery and strategy; Mexicans 
will all the sk.ll and Jaring for which they 
are noted—all added splendor and pomp to 
the procession. 

The streets of Atanta was packed with 
a surging mass of people. The sidewalks 
were crowded and every window along the 
ine of march was filled with spectators. 
As Buffalo Bill would pass the crowds 
easily recognized him and would. shout 
and cheer and wave their handkerchiefs. 
It was an old Georgia welcome the people 
gave:the great scout and [Indian fighter 
yesterday. Entertained at foreign courts 
and worshiped by the pioneers of the west, 
Buffalo was received with all the hon- 
ors of a hero in Atlanta yesterday. 

The Parade Was Great. 

The parade’ of tne wild west show and 
congress of rough riders was one of the 
best ever seen upon the streets. There was 
a giamor dbout the procession that made it 
notable. 

The parade came into the city by Jack- 
son street. Into Edgewood avenue the 
cavalcade passed. Every foot of room on 
the sidewalks had been taken hours be- 
fore the procession moved from the expo- 
sition grounds. Up Edgewood avenue the 
riders came. The bands played almost con- 
tinuously. Three bands were in the pro- 
cession. Following came a group of Ara- 
bian horsemen, clad in the garpv peculiar 
to that nation. Then came the Cossacks, 
mounted on fiery steeds; the Mexicans, 
with their buckskin breeches and tightly 
wound lariats; several hundred Indians, 
covered with their hideous war paint. On 
their backs were fastened their shields. 

The old original Deadwood stage, which 
has now been made a relic of history, was 
in the procession. The coach is the iden- 
tical one that was attacked by the Indians 
upon the plains and which was rescued 
by Buffalo Bill and his scouts. The stage 
now presents a dilapidated appearance and 
innumerable bullet holes tell the story of 
th¢ fierce encounter. The old rambling ve- 
hitle was drawn by six mules, hitched in 

‘gular frontier style. It was cheered by 
the crowds as it passed along the line. 

Buffalo Bill, sitting on the famous charg- 
er presented him by Generai Miles, was 
in the procession. As soon as he was rec- 
ognized by the crowds he was given an 
ovation. On every side the people waved 
their handkerchiefs and clapped their 
hands. It was the same kind of reception 
that would have been given the great 
scout if in reality he was then rescuing 
the stage he rode beside. 


At Home at the Exposition. 

The parade rode through the principal 
Streets of the city and then out to the 
exposition grounds. Though the showmen 
only reached the city yesterday morning, 
the tents were in position early this morn- 
ing and every arrangement for the stay 
in Atlanta had been completed. 

The tents are arranged in a square. On 
three sides of the arena the tents have 
been placed. On the lower side is the en- 
trance for the horsemen and horses. The 
arrangement of the tents is such that 
though 10,000 people can be accommodated, 
all can see. There are no desirable seats 
and the view is unobstructed. 

The tents and quarters for the horses and 
men are located in the rear of the arena. 
With the show there are more than 600 
horses and nearly the same humber of men. 
It is one of the greatest aggregations on 
earth and every nationality is represented. 


Cody’s Famous Horse. 

There is a special interest attached to the 
big sorrel horse Colonel Cody rides, for it 
was a present from General Nelson A. Miles 
While in the last Indian campaign in the 
northwest. After the fight at Wounded 
Knee Colonel Cody was presented with the 
horse by the general. Since it passed into 
the ownership of Buffalo Bill the horse has 
been highly prized by him. He loves him 
as he does a human being, and the oid 
horse, doubtless proud of his master, is 
perfectly trained and obeys his every com- 


mand.

rear. After them Sergéant Van Natzmer 
and his white-uniformed cuirasseurs of the 
German guard, old Sergeant Murdock, with 
the Irish lancers, then a pause while some 
Indian squaws troop in, and then a yell as 
the band strikes up “Yankee Doodle’ and 
the troopers of the Seventh, under Sergeant 
Rixford, charge down the line. thetr yellow 
plumes streaming out, and the stars and 
stripes snapping in the wind as the color 
sergeant races down behind them. 

Last of the line comes Colonel Cody him- 
self in his boots and buckskin on the hig 
sorrel, and galloping to the front, an- 
nounces: ‘‘Ladies and gentiemen, allow 
me to introduce to you a congress of the 
rough riders of the world!’’

The 
whole business of cotton manufacture 
in the south has come to be of the great- 
est interest to the New England mill 
men. This meeting just held in Atlanta 
and the visits of the association to Char- 
lotte and ColumbuS has been the result 
of a general desire of the association to 
see for themselves what are the present 
conditions of future prospects. They seem 
to have been delighted with their trip, 
not only on account of what they. have 
seen, but the social features of the trip 
seemed to have made a very pleasant 
impression on the minds of the visitors. 

“Will any of them make any investments 
that will benefit the south?’’ 

“Many of the members of the party are 
already investors in southern enterprises. 
They are successful people, which means 
that they are very conservative and cau- 
tious people. They are not going to build 
any mills for the benefit of the man who 
has ‘the finest water power in the world.’ 
There has been much New Engiand money 
invested in the Carolinas and Georgia in 
the past five toten years. The visit of this 
association will tend to make greater con- 
fidence and there will undoubtedly be more 
investments made from time to time. 

“What is necessary for our people to do 
to get the benefit of such capital as New 
England mey be willing to invest in the 
south?’ 

“They must do enough on their own 
account to command confidence of inves- 
tors in the ability and business judgment 
of those who are inviting capital. In fact, 
most of the New Engiand capital hereto- . 
fore invested in the south has been done 
with men who had already succeeded on 
their own account and were not particu- 
larly soliciting capital. When money 1s 
seeking invetsment it likes a man who 
is succeeding on his own account and who 
seems capable of taking care of himseif 
with or without outside capital. 

“There is resource enough in any ordin- 
ary southern town to build a fair sized 
If home people 4o this and make 
a success of it then the opportunity to get 
forejgn capital will be opened up. The suc- 
cessful mills which. are now attracting 
the attention of northern people were 
built by southern capital. It is their suc- 
cess which is interesting our northern 
friends and it is to those successful men 
that northern capital is naturally offered. 
Any town that wants to be a manufactur- 
ing town must make its own start.’’

Manchester quoted 
yarns quiet but steady; cloths dull. Our 
market opened with sales of January at 
8.50@3.57 and closed at 8.50, and during the 
forenoon advanced to 8.65; at the afternoon 
session prices were steady at 8.34 bid. 
Acting upon advices from the sduth that 
the decline in the market had checked the 
movement of cotton trom the plantations, 
the foreign markets opened higher than the 
local trade expected and steadily improved 
under buying by the local operators. This 
demand is based on the belief that the fall- 
ing off in the receipts will against attract 
speculation to the cotton market and ad- 
Vance prices to the quotations existing be- 
fore the culmination of the advance two 
weeks ago. So far the buying has been 
entirely by the room traders, the commis- 
Sion houses doing little either way, as their 
customers appear still undecided as to the 
future course of prices, especiaily as the 
market has advanced some §$2 per bale from 
the lowest point touched on the liquidation.

Patterson why she said nothing about 
the matter, Mrs. Humphries replied that 
she thought she would have to aefray 
the funeral expenses if she claimed tne 
body. When told that she would not, 
Mrs. Humphries admitted that she _ be- 
lieved the body that of her husband. 

Coroner Paden declined to say that he 
Was certain that the body was that of 
Humphries. He says that the body was 
claimed by Mrs. Humphrics, who otiered 
to take an oath that it was that of her 
husband and that he could do noth- 
ing else but release the body to her. He 
issued a burial certiiicate at the request 
of Mrs. Humphries and directed Under- 
taker Patterson to bury the body at the 
county Ss expense. 

Mrs. Humpnries said yesterday that she 
expected some of Humphries’s former ac- 
quaintances would come to Atlanta as 
soon as they read in yesterday's Consti- 
tution of her recognition of the body. 
She wanted the body held at Patterson's 
until today in order that an opportunity 
might be afforded any one who knew hum- 
phries to come to Atlanta and identify 
tne body. She thinks tnat some one will 
arrive this morning from Griftiin or Hamp- 
and iden-

tify the pboay. 

Mrs. Humphries says that she married 
her husband nearly four years ago. After 
living with her about nine or ten months 
her husband left her, going west. sne 
had never seen him but once since, the oc- 
casion being that mentioned in yesterday’s 
Constitution. She met him in Grifin avvut 
@ year ago and talked to him a few min- 
utes. 

Mrs. Humphries—now Dora Smith—says 
that her husband deserted her and that 
she applied for a divorce. The suit for 
divorce is still in the courts, it seems. Mis. 
Humphries says that her attorney advised 
her to assume her maiden name, which 
she did some time ago. She has been liv- 
ing in Atlanta under the name of 
Dora Smith. She resides near the kxposi- 
tion cotton mills on Marietta street, being 
an employe at the milis. 

Undertaker Patterson said yesterday that 
he was not sure of Mrs. Humpnries’s be- 
lief. He said that he was convinced from 
the first that the body of the dead man 
Was that of a men of leisure, one who 
had been in excciient circumstances at 
one time, He dia not think that the man 
was a working man, as stated by Mrs. 
Humphries, no signs of iabor being visible 
on the man’s hands. He was of a fair, 
clear complexion and seemed to be a man 
who had seen good days. 

Mrs. Humpiries says that her husband 
Was a carpenter. She thinks that he came 
through Atlanta a year go and stopped 
all night at police headquarters, where he 
told Sergeant Moss that he had no money. 
The officer believes that the dead man 1s 
the same man who applied for a night's 
lodging and left for Griffin one morning 
in October last year. 

The dead man su.cided by taking an over- 
saturday 
night a week ago. Since Tying at the Gra- 
ay hospital early Sunday morning, the 
body of the suicide has been at Patterson's 
undertaking esiabiishment. The body was 
viewed by several thousand peopie iast 
week, but recognized by none except Mrs, 
Humphries.
